Grover Cleveland and His Rothschilds 
Goldbug Financial Policy Meet the 
Approval of the Office Holders. 


‘Lincoln, Neb., September 5.—(Spectal.)— 
The convention which met here today is 
called by its members the democratic con- 
yention, but it has no right to such a name 
and will never be so recognized by honest 
democrats. It is a meeting of the ‘“‘pap- 
guckers"’ and ihe wealthy corporationists 
in the democratic party. 

All the railroads are well represented. 
Their forces are led by the national com- 
mitteeman, Tobias Castor, the chief cor- 
ruptionist of the Burlington railway dur- 
ing the legislative sessions. The other of- 
ficers of this branch of the Nebraska de- 
mocracy are not recognized by the demo- 
crais, Who held a regular state convention, 
which met in Omaha August 22d, and 
placed in nomination one of the best tick- 
ets and passed one of the best piatforms 
ever seeil in the state. This meeting today 
was composed of the ‘administrationists 
who bolted the state convention of last 
year. At that convention the gold-admuic- 
istration faction was fairly and squarely 
beaten by three to one, after one of the 
mcst hotly contested campaigns in the his- 
tory of the state. 

During the contest for the control of 
the state convention last year these ad- 
ministrationists resorted to all sorts of 
cerrupt acts to win their point, but they 
were beaten so badly that not one of them 
was able to get on the delegations from 
Omaha or Lincoln and very few from the 
interior. They wanted to bolt when the 
resolution in favor of free coinage was 
passed, but they did not dare. So when 
the convention, after nominating Bryan 
for United States senator, had passed to 
the last thing on the programme and in- 
dersed the candidacy ef Judge Holcombe, 
populist nominee for governor, thirty-six 
men of the 550 left the hall. They were 
joined later by a dozen more, who .were 
pestmasters or other federal office hold- 
es, and ihe old committee whose term 
had expired: and which had been super- 
seded, was reorganized and called the reg- 
ular committee. The ticket which 
the. bolters.-.pue-— in” the. field had 
te be put on the official 
ballot by petition and received only 7,v00 
votes at the election, While the regular 
vote was 30.000. 

Cuckoos and Corporation Men. 

The chairman, Euclid Martin, goidbug 
and postmaster of Omaha, just returned 
from Europe’ this morning. The whole 
programme of the convention was cut and 
dried. The delegates in only six counties 
were selected by the ordinary democratic 
methods, but Were selected by committees 
or at alleged mass meetings which the 
silver men did not attend. When the ad- 
ministration men attempted to capture the 
regular convention, they were always de- 
feated. - 

It is safe to say that there were not a 
dozen men at the convention today who 
paid their fare. All of them had railroad 
passes. it was in no sense a representative 
convention and was ridi@uled by the honest 
democrats and all the populists of the 
State, while the republicans, whose chief 
help these men are, pretend that this out- 
fit is the real democracy of Nebraska. The 
nomination of T. J. Mahoney, of this city, 
for judge of the supreme court, was expect- 
ed. He is the man who gagged the honest 
expression of democrats at the convention 
two years ago as chairman, and is in the 
employ of rich corporations here. 

The watchword of the corfvention was 
“Down with silver and Bryan.”’ There were 
postmasters, internal revenue meyp and bank 
*Xaminers here without number. ~ There 
Were not fifty men in the meeting who were 
hot there as representing some office in the 
Pay of the government. The. resolutions 
Were insulting to the great democracy of 
the west and the ticket as nominated will 
hot secure 5,000 votes.

Sachtleben’s Letters Reflect on the 
State Department. 


ee 


Washington, September 5.—The state de- 
partment is not pleased with the course 
that is being pursued by W. L. Sachtleben. 
of Alton,. lll., who was sent to Armenia 
by the proprietors of a cycling magazine 
to investigate the circumstances of the 
murder of Frank Lenz, of Pittsburg, who 
started to tour the world ona bicycle. Mr. 
Sachtlehben has written several letters re- 
fiecting on the state department and par- 
ticularly on the late Secretary Gresham 
and Mr. Terrell, the United States minis- 
ter to Constantinople, but it iswunderstood 
that his employers have repudiated any 
responsibility for or acquiescence in his 
views. The department is dealing directly 
With the magazine owners in the matter, 
and has had no correspondence with Mr. 
Sachtleben. Minister Terrell has been in- 
structed to press the Turkish government 
to send an escort with Mr. Sachtleben into 
the wild country, near Erzeroum, where 
Lenz was killed, but the department has 
not yet received information that he has 
been successful. 

The failure of Messrs. Robert S. Chilton 
and William Dulany Hunter, of the state 
department, to secure exequators from the 
porte to enable them to establish the 
United States consulates at Erzeroum and 
Harpoot, authorized by the last congress 
on account of the attacks on Christians in 
Armenia, is causing some. surprise in offi- 
cial circles. They arrived in Constantino- 
ple in July and expected to receive their 
exequators in a fortnight. 

A recent dispatch states that they were 
still waiting, and as they are expected to 
cable when their object is accomplished it 
is presumed that the porte has not granted 
the desired authority. The reason for this 
procrastination is not clear, but it is pro- 
bably due to the suspicion with which the 
Turkish government views. anything re- 
sembling an attempt to secure information 
about the Armenian outrages. 


TURNED OUT IN FORCE. 


Seventh Annual Session of Pennsyl- 
vania Democratic Societies. 

Lancaster, Pa., September 5.—This city is 
filled with visiting democrats in attendante 
on the seventh annual general assembly of 
democratic societies of Pennsylvania. When 
the convention was called to order at ll 
o’clock by President Chauncey F. Black, 
over six hundred delegates from all parts 
ot tHe state answered to their names, the 
delegates being accompanied in a number 
of cases by large delegations headed by 
brass bands. The convention is being held in 
Maennérchor hall, which is handsomely de- 
corated with tropical plants and bunting. 

Eleven o’clock was thé time fixed for the 
convention's session to begin, but it was 
long after that hour before President Black 
called the body to order, using a gavel 
made from the trees which shade the 
graves of Thomas Jefferson and Andrew 
Jackson. , 

D. F. Magee, of Lancaster, was unani- 
mously elected temporary chairman and 
the committees on credentials, permanent 
organization and on officers for ensuing 
year announced and the convention took a 
recess until 2 o'clock.

Bowler Washes His Hands of the Sugar 
Bounty Case. 


HIS REASONS FOR HIS COURSE 


Declares That It Is His Duty To Re- 


fuse To Pay. 


HE HOLDS THE LAW UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Congress Cannot Make One Act Con- 
stitutional by Passing a Sup- 
plementary Act. 


Washington, September 5.—The much an- 
ticipated decision of Bowler, comptroller of 
the treasury, in the sugar bounty cases was 
made public this afternoon. 

The particular case decided was the claim 
of the Oxnard Beet Sugar Company, of 
Nebraska, for the payment of a portion of 
the sugar bounty appropriated in the sun- 
dry civil bill, passed by the last congress, 
The amount involved in this case was 
only $11,782.50, being the claim allowed by 
the commissioner of internal revenue under 
an appropriation of $238,000 to pay the pro- 
ducers of beet, sorghum or cane sugar pre- 
vious to August 28, 1894, when the sugar 
bounty provisions of the McKinley law 
were repealed. But the decision, of course, 
involved the constitutianality of all sugar 
bounties. 

The comptroller first asserts his jurisdic- 
tion over the matter and his right to refuse 
payment of these bounties on the ground 
of the unconstitutionality of the appropri- 
ation. He quotes the decision of the court 
of appeals of the District of Columbia in a 
suit brought before them by the Miles 
Plant Manufacturing Company, of Louisi- 
ana, for a mandamus to compel the secre- 
tary of the treasury and the commissioner 
of internal revenue to pay the sugar boun- 
ties provided by the McKinley law, and 
holds, in substance, that thet court having 
decided all such bounties to be unconsti- 
tutional, its decision was one of which he 
was bound to take cognizance. He adds: 

“This brings up, therefore, for considera- 
tion the question whether the comptrolicr 
has any power or authority, under any 
circumstances whatever, to question the 
constitutionality of a statute passed by 
congress with all the legal formalities. 

“It was most vigorously contended that 
he had not and that any attempt upon his 
part to do so would constitute a dangerous 
usurpation of power; that the question of 
constitutionality of an act of congress could 
only be decided by the court, and that un- 
til so decided by the supreme court it was 
the duty of every executive officer to obey 
the act, although himself convinced of its 
unconstitutionality.’’ 

Right on This. 
He quotes many decisions on this point 


and says: 
“w'rom all these cases the conclusion is 


irresistible that it is the duty of the aed 


ecutive officer. to obey the law; that the, 
constitution is the supreme law, and so are 
statutes passed in pursuance thereof; that 
statutes which do not conform to the con- 
stitution are not law and, therefore, when | 
a statute is in apparent conflict with the 


executive officer to determine for himsclf. 
as between the statute and the constit- 
tion, wherein the statute is the law.”’ 

He further argues that while in theory 
every executive officer, however subordi- 
nate, is obliged to obey the law, whether 
the constitution or the Statute, yet practi- 
cally a mere subordinate officer who acts 
under the orders of a superior who is bound 
to determine what the law is, may be jus- 
tified in following the directions of his su- 
perior. In deciding questions upon the set- 
tlement of public accounts the comptroller 
is not subject to the direction of any su- 
perior upon whom he can throw the re- 
sponsibility of determining what the law 
is. That question was finally settled by 
the act of March 30, 1868, incorporated in 
section 191, of the Revised Statutes, which 
modified to meet the changes in the ac- 


the act unconstitutional

that congress could, by another act, con- 
tinue the constitutional provisions because 
people at their peril had relied upon the 
original act as constitutional. Such view

passing two adts—the first constitutional, 
the second valid, because passed to com- 
pensate the disappointment arising from 
the constitutionality of the first, but both 
accomplishing the same original purpose 


of paying out the people’s money to a 


beneficiary for a purpose forbidden by the 
organic law.”’ 

He closes as follows: “Having reached 
the conclusion that the present bounty 
provision has no more constitutional valid- 
ity than the original McKimley bounty 
had, it follows that the same action should 
be taken under the present appropriation 
as would be taken if the original bounty 
appropriation were still unrepealed and 
were held unconstitutional. If the comp- 
troller should pass the claims, the govern- 
ment would be absolutely bound and the 
money of the people taken from the treas- 
ury in payment of demands not author- 
ized by law, if the appropriation is in fact 
constitutional. By a refusal to pass the 
claims, the ultimate rights of the claimants 
are in no way affected, for they have a 
perfect remedy in court to test the validity 
of their claims and obtain payment thereof 
after a final determination of the constl- 
tutiondlity of the law, if it be held const) 
tutional. 

Bowler’s Duty to the Country. 

“If the comptroller had no other alter- 
native than to pass or reject the claims for 
the reasons above given, his duty to the 
whole people who cannot bring their rights 
into court would require him to reject 
them, leaving the claimants to their re- 
course to the courts, but congress has 
provided another means of escape, appar- 
ently with the intention of relieving an 
officer who finds himself obliged to differ 
with the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment or violate his oath to support’ the 
constitution. 

“By section 1063 of the Revised Statutes 
it is provided that ‘Whenever any claim 
is made against any executive department, 
involving disputed facts or controversed 
questions of law, where the amount in con- 
troversy exceeds $3,000, or where the de- 
cision will affect a case or cases or furnish 
a precedent for the future action of any 
executive department in the judgment of a 
cese or cases, without regard to the 
amount involved in the particular case 
or where any autnority, right, privilege 
or excepticn is claimed or denied under 
the constitution of the United States, the 
head of such department may cause such 
claim, with all the vouchers, papers, proofs, 
and documents pertaining thereto, to be 
transmitted to the court of claims, and 
the same shall be there proceeded in as if 
originally commenced by the voluntary ac- 
tion of the claimant; and the secretary of 
the treasury may, upon the certificate of 
any ‘auditor or comptroller of the treasury, 
direct any account, matter or claim,, of 
the character, amount or ciass described in 
this section, to be transmitted with all the 
vouchers, papers, documents and proofs 
pertaining thereto, to the said court for 
trial and adjudicaticn.’ ” 

He holds that the present claim is clear- 
ly “one involving 12 controversed question 
of law, and comes directly githin the pro- 
vision of section 1068, becate the authority, 
right and privilege is claimed on the one

AFTER ROTHSCHILD. 


An Anarchist with a Bomb Gets 
Into a Bank. 


QUEER PLACE FOR THE REDS 


When Arrested He Tries To Cut His 
. Throat. 


HE SAYS THAT ANOTHER WILL SUCCEED 


This One May Be a Brother to the One 
Arrested a Few Days Ago—The 
Banker’s Life in Danger 


London, September 5.—A Paris dispatch 
furnished to The Globe by a news agency 
says that a bold attempt was made today 
to explode a bomb in Rothschild’s bank in 
the Rue La Fitte. While the business of 
the day was at its height a man walked 
into the bank carrying under his arm a 
bomb to which was attached a lighted fuse. 
One of the detectives employed in the bank 
was standing near, and sprang upon the 
man, seized the bomb and extinguished the 
fuse in time to prevent an explosion. The 
would-be bomb thrower was arrested and 
taken to the police station. 

This attempt to blow up the Rothschilds’s 
banking establishment, taken in connection 
with the recent sending of an infernal ma- 
chine through the mails to the office of Bar- 
on Alphonse de Rothschild, signifies a per- 
sistent purpose on the part of the _anarch- 
istic element to inflict injury upon the 
heads and employes of the Rothschilds 
house, 

It will be remembered that Baron de 
Rothschild’s secretary, M. Jaccbowski, was 
terribly injured by the explosion of the in- 
fernal machine sent to his employer’s of- 
fice, while attempting to open the parcel in 
the absence of Baron de Rothschild. 

The man who was arrested yesterday 
while trying to explode a bcmb in Roths- 
child’s bank is about twenty-five. years of 
age. He refvsed to give his name, but 
indulged in the usual anarchist boasts, 
declaring that others would succeed where 
he had failed. The bomb was a primitive 
sort of affair, it having been made out 
of a tin that had contained cocoa. The 
top was tied on with a piece of wire and 
a hole had been punched in the tin to 
admit the fuse. The contents are not yet 
known. The bemb was taken'‘to the mu- 
nicipal laboratory, where the contents will 
be analyze‘. 

M. Puybaraud, the police official who 
examined the prisoner, was struck by his 
resembiance to the anarchist, Pawels, who 
was recently killed by the explosion cf a 
bomb he was carrying with the intention 
of causing an explosion in the church of 
the Madeline. He said he would not be 
surprised to learn that Pawels and the 
prisoner ‘were brothers. 

lt is supposed that the prisoner is a 
barber, a razor, brush and soap box having 
been found in his pockets. Immediately 
after the detective seized him he drew the 
razor and attempted to kill himself by 
cutting his throat. During his.examination 
at the police station he defended his an- 
archist opinions in well-chosen language. 
He said the bomb contained 15. grammes 
of chlorate of potash and 25 grammes of 
blasting powder. It contained no projec- 
tile. He intended to use it as a protest 
against the proceedings of the bankers. 
He professed profound contempt for work. 
Some of.the police recognize the prisoner 
as a creature who has been living on W0O« 
men in the Montmartre district. 


ROUTED THE INSURGENTS. 
Twelve Thousand Spanish Soldiers in 
a Battle with the Rebels.

Madrid, September 5.—The Imparcial’s 
dispatch from Havana says that General 
Lineras, at the head of 12,000 government 
troops, fought a battle Saturday with a 
force of rebels, under Tejada, near Ramony 
Anaguas, in which the insurgents were 
defeated. 

The insurgents, who were trying to in- 
tercept the Spanish convoys, were Gis- 
persed with a loss of seven killed and 
many wounded. 

Fired Upon the Boats. 

Havana, September 5.—General Gasco 
started August 25th from Manzanillo for 
Canto el Embarcodero with three tugs 
towing eight barges loaded with provisions. 
On his -way up Canto river August 27th, the 
boats were fired upon by the rebels on the 
river banks, killing two passengers bound 
for Bayamo, and wounding five others. 
The escort on board the boats returned the 
fire with such effect that the rebels with- 
drew from the shore. The loss of the insur- 
gents is not known. 

At Campechuela, on August 3ist, a band 
of rebels attacked a small force of troops 
stationed there. The troops made a rally 
from their position, but were overwhelmed 
by the superior number of the rebels, and 
after a stubborn fight were obliged to re- 
treat with a loss of ten killed and five 
wounded. 

Later reinforcements arrived from Man- 
zanillo to strengthen the Spanish position. 


Butchered by the Spaniards. 

New York, September 5.—Reports were re- 
celved at Cuban headquarters in this city 
today of the massacre of a body of insur- 
gents at the town of Bairo, in the province 
of Santiago de Cuba, on August 3ist, by a 
detachment of Spanish soldiers. Not enly 
were men butchered in cold blood, but 
women and children were not exempt from 
the fury of the Spanish troops and several 
women were killed outright. The news was 
conveyed to, the junta in this city by 
means of a letter received by Enrique 
Trujollio, editor of El-Porvenir, a Cuban 
journal in this city. 


KUCHENG MASSACRE INQUIRY.

The Liverpool Cotton Association Threat- 
ens the American Growers. 


ARE TOLD TO PACK PROPERLY 


A Fine of $25 a Bale Is Held Over 
Them. 


NEW ORLEANS RESENTS THE THREAT 


Competition and Price Are the Fac- 
tors Which Will Bring About Im- 
proved Methods of Packing. 


New Orleans, September 5.—Felix Coutu- 
rie, vice president and acting president of 
the cotton exchange, has addressed the 
following to the Liverpool Cotton Associa- 
tion in answer to its announcement to the 
New Orleans cotton exchange relative to 
the proposed penalty of i5 a bale on cot- 
ton not put up after this year as that 


institution desires: 

“I am requested by the board of direc- 
tors to acknowledge your communication 
of August 14, 1885. 

“They desire me to state that while this 
exchange is in sympathy with any proper 
move to secure improvements in packing 
American cotton for market, they decline 
to recognize the right of the .Liverpool 
association or any other mercantile body 
to enforce by a penalty such improvement. 

“in their opinion the matter is one that. 
must be regulated by competition between 
individuals, it being quite certain that the 
parties directly interested will soon solve 
it om a basis of dollars and cents, 

“This exchange, as the representative of 
a large percentage of southern cotton 
growers, opposes anything in the nature of 
a threat (for in that light the proposed 
penalty may. be regarded), as calculated 
rather to retard than advance the im- 
provement desired. It doubts the ability 
of the Liverpool association or «hat of 
any commercial body to carry out any such 
arbitrary ruling and would refuse even if 
the measure were feasible to join in a 
matter which it considers disrespectful 
alike to American cotton planters and 
merchants. 

“It trusts, therefore, that in the interest 
of mutual good feeling the Liverpool ex- 
change will rescind its threats of a penalty 
of £5 per bale against American. cotton 
planters who do not pack their cotton in 
such manner as may be suitable to it.” 


SOUTH’S COTTON MILLS. 


Remarkable Showing of the Past 


Three Months. 4 

Baltimore, September 5.—The Manufac- 
turers’ Record says that the announce- 
ments of new cotton mills projected in the 
south during the last three months exceed 
that of ahy similar period in the history of 
cotton mill building in this section. There 
were reported 77 mills which will have an 
aggregate of over 300,000 spindles, which _ 
added to the 500,000 spindles to be put into 
mills that had been reported prior to May 
3ist, makes a total of about 800,000 spindles 
to be added to the number now in opera- 
tion in the south. If these mills are all 
built as indications promise, the aggregate 
investment will represent something over 
$15,000,000. A large majority of these mills 
are already under construction or contract- 
ed for, so that the percentage of those that 
are never built will be very small. Mills re- 
ported during the past week were.a 2,600- : 
spindle mill at Douglasville, Ga.; a $100,000 
mill at Yorkville, S. C.; 2,300 additional 
spindles to a Mooresville, N. C., mill; 2,300 
additional spindles to a Harmony Grove, 
Ga., mill; 15,000 additional spindles to a mill 
at Laurens, S. C.; a $55,000 addition to a 
Knoxville cotton mill. Among other enter- 
prises reported for the week were the com- 
pletion of a $100,000 coke plant in Alabama, 
the starting up of large car works at An- 
niston, Ala., which have been idle for sev- 
eral years; a $500,000 gold mining ny 
and the enlargement of furnaces. In Ar- 
kansas the development of bauxite mines; 
in Florida an ice plant, waterworks, $100,000 
fertilizer works, and $22,000 waterworks 
improvements; in Georgia a $206,000 water- 
works plant proposed and electric light 
plant; in Maryland furniture works, con- 
struction company, $40,000 of waterworks 
improvements and a flour mill; in North 
Carolina a $50,000 shoe factory, gas piant, 
saw mills, oil mills and a $100,000 construc- 
tion company; in South Carolina a $80,000 
water power plant projected, 25-barrel flour 
mill, brick works and a shuttle mil; in 
Tennessee coke ovens and a furniture fac- 
tory; in Texas a cotten compress company, 
broom factory and irrigating plant; in Vir- 
ginia the sale of a tin mining property for 
development is reported, a 25-barrel flour, 
mill, a tobacco factory and machine shops; 
in West Virginia several extensive oil and 
gas companies, and in other states a nutn- 
ber of miscellaneous enterprises covering 
quite a diversity of industrial interests. 

The rapid expansion of the textile inter- 
ests of the south and the phenomenal ac- 
tivity prevailing in iron and coal matters, 
coupled with an increasing demand for 
farm lands for settlement by western peo- 
ple, is bringing about an unusually healthy 
business condition throughout this entire 
section.

ham, the two moonshiners killed by con- 
stables near Spartanburg several months 
ago, to avenge their deaths. One of the 
constables who took part in the fight and 
who is supposed to have killed Jack Fish- 
er, is Constable Stevenson, who is now 
attending court in Greenville. A brother 
of Jack Fisher is also there with a num- 
ber of friends. Stevenson has been warned 
that it would be well for him to remain 
close in the city during the presence of the 
moonshiners, and the warning he carefully 
observed until last night, when he went 
with Constable Davis to seize some liquor 


‘which was said to be hid near the city. 


The constables were taken by their gn- 
formants to an old cemetery near town, 
where the liquor was reported to be stored. 
When the constables began the search the 
informants drove off, and immediately a 
volley of bullets were flying around the 
liquor hunters’ heads. Davis fied precipi- 
tately back to town, but Stevenson crawl- 
ed into a brier patch until he was rescued 
by Chief Constable Fant and several as- 
sistants who were sent by Constable Da- 
vis. The whole scheme is believed to have 
been devised by the friends of the slain 
moonshiners, with the purpose of ‘fixing’ 
Constable Stevenson.

DURANT’S ALIBI DISPROVED. 
HE CANNOT SHOW THAT HE WAS 
AT LECTURES, APRIL 3. 


The Prisoner Declares That He Never 
Spoke an Unkind Word About 
Blanche Lamont. 
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San Francisco, September §.—The num- 
ber of: people who are wiiling to stand in 
a big crowd for hours at a time just to 
catch a glimpse of Durant, the little, mild- 
faced, boyish-looking individual accused 
of two fiendish murders, is surprising even 
to one accustomed to such things. 

Durant was the recipient of a postal 
ecard from Yreka, the little city in this 
state where four murderers were lynched 
a few days ago, advising him to get a 
change of venue, as th3 citizens of Yreka 
would get him a jury and give him a fair 
and speedy trial. The way they try in 
Yreka is too well known, so it is hardly 
probable that this suggestion will be ac- 
cepted. 

In reference to tre story printed here 
yesterday to the effect that Durant had 
told Clarence Wolf, an intimate friend, of 
his intention to ruin Blanche Lamont, and 
assuming that the conversation furnished 
a vossible motive for the crime, The 
Chronicle this morning prints the follow- 
ing statement from Wolf: eo 
“I don’t.see,” said Wolf yesterday, “how 
such a story originated. I am at loss to 
know where it came from. Not a line of 
the article is true, not a line. I am not 
and never have have been an _ intimate 
friend of Theodcre Durant. I have known 
him a long time, but I was not in. any 
way intimate with him. We were friendly 
enough, but seldom met. 1 rarely had 
any conversation with him unless we met 
at some kind of a church gathering. I 
know nothing against Durant.’ 

The Prisoner Denies It. 

Durant aves in no way exercised over 
the publicatisn, declaring there was no 
foundation for it. “It is utterly untrue,” 
said he, ‘that I ever spoke in a malicious 
or slighting way about Blanche Lamont 
to Clarence Wolf.” 

The nrosecution have found another 
link in the terrible chain which day by

Before the opening of the Durant case 
this morning, District Attorney Barnes 
stated in conversation that he had fully 
tested the eyesight of Mrs. Leak, who 
claims. to have seen the accused and Miss 
Lamont enter the church by a side door 
on the afternoon of April 3a, and that he 
had found her to- be a competent witness. 
When the ¢ase was called, Officer Russell 
took the stand’ and explained more fully 
about the maps and model of the church 
which were produced yesterday. 

The day was taken up principally with 
the introduction of maps of the church 
and surroundings and photographs of out- 
side points. 

V*hile Policeman George Russell was 
illustrating points in the church today Du- 
rant’s counsel brought out the fact that 
there is a passage through the area over 
the ceiling of the auditorium where the 
sun burners are from the front to the 
rear. This is important to Durant, as it 
disposes of the point made by District’ At- 
torney Barnes tn his opening statement 
that he had evidence that showed Durant 
had not gone there to fix the sunbyrners 
on the afternoon alleged. 

Detective Gibson, who found the body 
of Blanche Lamont in the belfry, was on 
the stand today and described the inci- 
dents connected with his discovery. The 
defense inquired closely into the supposed 
footprints in the belfry, said by a local 
paper at the time the body was found to 
have been noticed by Gibson near the body.

Greenesboro, Ga., August 5.—(Special.)— 
Yesterday afternoon about 4 o’clock Mr. Ira 
Caldwell, the nineteen-year-old son of Mr. 
J. L. Caldwell, was drowned at Park's 
mill, on the Oconee river,.in this county. 
Two negro men, Albert Goss and John Ar- 
mor, were also drowned at the same time. 
The mill is located about eight miles from 
Greenesboro. There is a dam with a fall 
of about fifteen feet across the river. The 
pond furnishes power for the machinery. 

Mr. Caldwell was ferryman at the mill, 
the ferry being located about a quarter of 
a mile above the dam. The river was up 
several feet and it was impossible to carry 
the flat across. 
- Yesterday afternoon the two negroes, hav- 
ing some corn they wished ground, got 
in a bateau and started to row across the 
river. When they struck the current it was 
impossible for them to row across and they 
were rapidly swept toward the dam. All 
their efforts to stay the boat or get out of 
the current were vain, and the boat, with 
the three men, was swept over the dam. 
The water below the dam is very deep 
and a ledge of rock reaches almost the en- 
tire way across. The boat was shivered 
on the rocks and the men, stunned by the 
fall, were quickly drawn under. Only two 
of the bodies were seen after they went 
over the dam and then they were some 
distance below the fall, the water alter- 
nately throwing them to the surface and 
drawing them down.

Augusta, Ga., September 5.—(Special.)—

Full Registration. 
Sandersville, Ga., September 5.—(Special.) 
The election for congressman in this dis- 
trict is now the absorbing theme. The 
registration books close next Wednesday, 
when a fair estimate of the result can 
be determined. At the present time there 
are about 3,000 voters registered in Washe 
ington county. This may be increased to 
4,000, though it is improbable that the list 
will contain over 3,500 names at the finish. 


‘Only about six-tenths of those registered

“Will the silver question figure in your 
state politics?’

RECEIVER MADE PERMANENT. 


IT IS BELIEVED THE COLUMBUS 
SOUTHERN WILL BE SOLD. 


And It Is Thought That Mr. Plant 
Will Wrench It from the South- 
ern in the End. 


—_—- 


Some sensational developments turned 
up in the proceedings yesterday. before 
Judge Newman, of the United States court, 
for.a permanent receiver for the Columbus 
Southern. 

Jt has already been told in The Constitu- 
tion how steps were being taken for the 
overturning of the Columbus Southern. 

Mr. T. E. Blanchard, of Columbus, was 
recently appointed em por gy receiver upon 
petition of the holders o@a majority of 
the bonds. This came after the sale of 
$546,000 of bonds by the Chattahoochee Brick 
Company, of this city. These bonds were 
sold through a broker and the officials of 
the Chattahoochee Brick Company at the 
time disclaimed any knowledge of who 
the purchaser was. It now turns up just 
as was predicted in The Constitution at the 
time that it was none other than the 
‘Southern railway that purchased these 
bonds. ) 

Yesterday when the proceedings were 
taken up before the court looking to the 
‘appointment of a permanent receiver, Mr. 
Leopold Wallach, representing Ladenburg, 
Thalman & Co., of New York, and Simon 
Borg & Co., of New York, filed an inter- 
vention contesting the validity of the cou- 
pons which were sold by the Chattahoochee 
Brick Company. 

Ladenburg, Thalman & Co. hold $250,000 
of bonds of the Columbus Southern and 
Simon, Borg & Co. hold the same amount. 
This makes $500,000 of the holdings. it is 
thought that these companies, being strong 
allies of the Plant system, are pulling for 
that company and that the outcome of it 
will be that the Columbus Southern will be 
sold after-all to the party that is willing 
to pay the most for it. 

It is further believed that Mr. Plant is 
willing to pay more for the road than any- 
pody else, it being absolutely necessary for 
him to have an outlet to the northwest 
through Atlanta to make anything like a. 
successful tilt in the trafic world of the 
south with the Sgpthern and the other 
great railroad systems of the section, 

It is known that Mr. Plant was some- 
what drowsy when he allowed the Geor- 
gia Southerm and Florida to be purchased 
by Mr. Spencer for the Southern and next 
came the Atlanta and Florida, which was 
also purchased by the Southern, This was 
quite enough to shut the Plant folks out 
entirely and it is clear that unless they 
get the Columbus Southern they might as 
well confine their efforts at. railroading to 
the territory they now nora and call it 
local business. Their only line to the 
northwest open to their perfect freedom 
at present is by way o¢ Montgomery, where 
connection is made with the Louisville and 
Nashville, and this is so far out of the 
way that they cannot hope to compete 
with the direct routes through Atlanta 
for western business. 

It is said by those who ought to know 
that the Plant people will certainly be at 
the sale of the Columbus Southern when it 
occurs and that they will be willing to pay 
a good price for the property in cider to 
get away-from the partial yrasp of the 
Southern railway. 


WILL BUY MORE CARS. 


Receiver Jones, of the C., R. and C.,Au- 
thorized To Make the Purchase.

RAILROADS AT WARY 


The Georgia Tries To Get the Southern 
Off Its Atlanta Tracks, 


MAY INTERFERE WITH TRAVEL 


Serious Entanglement Involving the 


Exposition Transportation Question. 


IT WILL BE IN THE COURTS TODAY 


The’ Matter a Serious One for the Ex- 
position—Now but Ten Days Left 
for Building Terminals. 


There is trouble between the Squthern 
railway and the Georgia railroad. 

This trouble may be shared by the expo- 
sition visitors if things continue in the di- 
rection they are going. 

The Georgia railroad demands that the 
Southern shall not begin work on its tera 
minals in this city for the exposition branch 
railway of the system, and says that ten 
days’ notice must be given before thé 
Southern can begin on its terminals, which 
are to be built partly on the right of way 
of the Georgia ‘by contract. 

The question involved in this entangle- 
ment is nothing more than this: Will the 
Southern be permitted to meet the demands 
of the general public and have its exposi- 
tion railway ready for the opening? 

Whatever may the merits of the case, 
it is a serious question, in the settlement 
of which the expositiog officials are deeply 
interested. It is a vital question for the 
interest of the exposition. 

And the issue was sprung in the courts 
yesterday in a most sensational way. 

Day before yesterday Captain John A. 
Dodson, general roadmaster of the South- 
ern, received instructions from Third Vice 
President Baldwin to begin work of con- 
structing the terminals of the exposition 
railway in this city beside the Markham 
house, a contract having been signed with 
the Georgia railroad allowing the use of 
the territory. 

During the afternoon a.telegram Was re- 
ceived from Superintendent Brand, of the 
Georgia, which demanded a cessation of 
such labors under the understanding that 
ten days’ notice must be given before the 
Southern could thus take charge of the 
property of the Georgia. 

Captain Dodson wired Mr. Brand that he 
was acting under the direction of the third 
vice president, who claimed that such no- 
tice had been given in the frequent corre- 
spondence between Mr. Baldwin and Gen- 
eral Manager Scott, of the Georgia. 

This brought on more talk. 

The responses from the Georgia railroad 
people were not satisfactory to the South- 
ern and yesterday morning bright and 
early the Southern, through Dorsey, Brew- 
ster & Howell, then gained a temporary 
injunction from Judge Lumpkin, answera- 
ble Saturday, retsraining the Georgia rail- 
ro2zd from preventing the work on the 
terminals from proceeding. 

Armed with the authority of the eourt, 
the Southern officials once more took up 
the work and continued during the day. 
In the afternoon they were served with an 
order from the same court restraining them 
from proceeding until this morning at ¥ 
o’clock, when the case will be called De- 
fore Judge Lumpkin, to hear whether or 
not the injunction against the Georgia 
railroad people should not be modified, the 
Georgia railroad officials having obtained 
such an order from Judge Lumpkin subse- 
quent to the temporary injunction given 
the Southern against the Georgia. 

The last order from the court put a 
stop to all movements on both sides until 
9 o’clock this morning, when the case will 
come up for settlement. Dorsey, Brewster 
& Howell will represent the Southern. 

A Constitution reporter sought Third 
Vice President Baldwin yesterday to ascer- 
tain the cause for the proceedings, but he 
had gone to Chattanooga for the day. in 
his absence Mr. Leslie Ryan, assistant gen- 
eral counsel for tye Southern, furnished a 
statement concerning the Southern’s posi- 
tion in the entanglement. 

“Tt is only fair that the people of At- 
lanta should understand fully the position 
taken by the authorities of the Georgia rail- 
road,” said Mr. Ryan in response. “Many 
months ago Mr. Baldwin, realizing in view 
of the crowded condition of the terminals 
in this city, that our tracks might not 
prove sufficient to properly handle the 
trains necessary to accommodate the visit- 
ors to the exposition, applied to Mr. Thom- 
as K. Scott, the general manager of the 
Georgia railroad company, for leave to use 
certain of that railroad company’s tracks. 
Mr. Scott’s attitude from the beginning 
was peculiar. 

“Several contracts were drawn and the 
terms agreed upon by Mr. BaldWin and 
Mr. Scott, but in each case Mr. Scott re- 
fused to sign without further concessions 
to his company. Finally Mr. Baldwin, 
anxious for the success of our company’s 
plans to properly handle the exposition vis- 
itors, agreed to a contract which he real- 
ized to *be a burdensome one to our com- 
pany. He told Mr. Scott that in view of 
the harsh terms of the contract he did not 
wish to use the tracks unless it became ab- 
solutely necessary, and suggested that a 
clause be inserted that the contract should 
be effective only on ten days’ notice from 
the third vice president of the Southern 
Railway Company to the general manager 
of the Georgia railroad company. 

“The contract as finally agreed upon, was 
signed on July 22d last. Before and after 
that date various correspondence passed 
between Mr. Baldwin and Mr. Scott in re- 
lation to the work, and on August 23d last 
Mr. Baldwin wrote to Mr. Scott asking for 
the modification of the* contract in regard 
to a minor detail, commencing his letter as 
follows: 

‘“*Ags matters reach completion at At- 
lanta various slight changes in our plans 
for the movement of our trains will prove 
necessary under varying conditions,’ then 
followed a description of the modifications 
requested. Toward the end of the letter 
was the following paragraph: 

“‘T understand from Mr. Hudson that 
everything is progressing very pleasantly 
with your people in the matter of change 
of track and that everything is thoroughly 
understood. I shall not have your tracks 
disturbed or the terminal work begun until 
the latest moment.’ 2 

What Mr. Scott Said. 

‘To this letter Mr. Scott replied, under 
date of August 28th, declining to grant the 
modification requested. 

.“‘In the course of this letter Mr. Scott 
made use of the following expressions: ‘The 
arrangements already made. for your ac- 
commodation will subject the Georgia rail- 
road to extreme inconvenience during the 
exposition period.” * * * ‘I am glad to 
learn from your letter that our people have 
gotten along pleasantly together, and that 
you «ave been so successful in progressing 
with your work.’ 
- “I give these quctations for the purpose 
of showing the evicent intention on Mr. 
Laldwin’s part to proceed under the con- 
tract and. the clear understanding on Mr. 
Scott's part of Mr. Baldwin’s intention.” 

“Did Mr. Baldwin delay the work, as he 
said he would, until the latest moment?” 
was asked. 


“He did. -He delayed it until ‘Tuesday,

not be safe to delay it longer. Realizing 
that two weeks was barely sufficient time 
to complete the work, Mr. Baldwin directed 
Mr. Dodson, the general roadmaster, to be- 
gin the erection of the sheds, etc., near 
the Markham house, which work necessi- 
tated the changing of some of the Georgia 
tracks. He did this, never dreaming for a 
moment that there was the slightest chance 
of, a minunderstanding in this matter be- 
tween himself and Mr. Scott. To his ut- 
most surprise Mr. Dodson handed him on 
Wednesday last a telegram from Mr. 
Brand, fhe superintendent of the Georgia 
road, directing Mr. Dodson to cease opera- 
tions, and not to begin work until the 13th 
of this month, only four working days be- 
fore the opening of the exposition. Mr. 
Dodson sent the following answer to Mr. 
Brand: 


Mr. Dodson’s Reply. 


““*l have your message. Mr. Baldwin in- 
structed me to proceed with the work 
under the contract with your company, and 
that he had written Mr. Scott in connection 
+ with the work and had stated to him that 
he would wait as long as possible before 
beginning, and that Mr. Scott replied, hav- 
ing full understanding of the situation. 
We have planned our work very carefully 
and will not disturb the movement of your 
trains. We have 1,300 feet of platform to 
erect and a center shed 350 feet in length. 
We cannot see our way clear to have 
things ready for business unless work ¢con- 
tinues. I think we have shown every con- 
sideration to your company in this whole 
matter, and if there is any delay to the 
con the whole responsibility will rest with 

ou.’ 


“The Georgia Comes Back. 


“In reply to this message two telegrams 
were received—one from Mr. Brand to Mr. 
Dodson, reading as follows: 

““Telegram received. On last August 
23d Mr. Baldwin wrote Mr. Scott as tollowe: 
“I shall not have your tracks disturbed in 
the terminal work until the latest mo- 
ment.”’ 

“*Mr. Scott understood this to mean 
literally what it says. He thinks you are 
not complying with it by proceeding with 
the work now. He replied to Mr. Baldwin 
on another point on August 28th, but said 
nothing whatever as to the time of your 
commencing work on our tracks. He cer- 
tainly did not understand from Mr. Bald- 
Wwin's letter that he had any intentions of 
beginning work so early. He received a 
telegram from Mr. Thompson on August 
sUth, stating that he wanted to commence 
work on our tracks, and he immediately 
replied that he thought he was beginning 
the work very early and called his atten- 
tion to Mr. Baldwin’s agreement that we 
were not to be disturbed until the last 
moment. I now notify-you to stop work 
immediately, and not resume u the ex- 
piration of the ten days’ notice, # provided 
in the agreement, which was inserted by 
Mr. Baldwin himself. If you had given 
my first request proper consideration, we 
would have waived part of this notice, but 
do not feel under any obligations whatever 
to do so now.’ 

“The other was from Mr. Scott himself 
to Assistant General Superintendent 
Thompson, which reads as follows: 

***Please see your telegram to me of Au- 
gust 29th, and my reply of August slst, rel- 
ative to commencing work of changing our 
\lerminals at Atlanta for the exposition 
trains. Mr. Dodson also communicated 
with our superintendent, and received from 
him similar response to that I sent you on 
the 30th, namely, requesting him to wait 
until the 13th instant. I am very much 
surprised to learn today that he has utterly 
disregarded this request, and without our 
consent or permission has proceeded with 
wae work. If you will refér to your copy 
of the agreement, you will find that the 
second paragraph of clause 8 reads as fol- 
lows: “This contract to be effective only by 
ten days’ written notice from the third vice 
president of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany to the general manager of the Georgia 
Railroad Company.” This clause was in- 
sertéd by Mr. Baldwin himself. He has 
given me no notice, as provided in*it, for 
putting our agreement into effect, and 
therefore it is not really in effect between 
us. I trust you will not compel me to take 
measures to stop your men. I certainly 
shall not permit them to disregard our 
wishes in the matter, but shall now exact 
the full ten days’ notice, as provided for by 
Mr. Baldwin himself. Please reply imme- 
diately.’ 

Mr. Baldwin Takes It Up. 

“To Mr. Scott’s telegram Mr. Baldwin 
sent the following reply: 

*““*Your message ‘to Superintendent 
Thompson and message from Superinten- 
dent Brand, to Dodson referred to* me. 
Prior to my letter of August 23d certainly 
it was your understanding from correspon- 
dence which had been passed that it was 
our intention to make effective the contract 
dated July 22d, and my letter of August 
23d was certainly a sufficient notice in writ- 
ing to confirm our understanding, as shown 
by your reply of August 73th. I repeat what 
I have’ substantialiy said to you before, 
that we elect to proceed under the contract 
and we shall do so. I cannot understand 
why you should obstruct this work, which 
is being done in the best of faith on our 
part and for our joint interest, and with 
the distinct impression on my part that the 
arrangements as to details were sufficiently 
understood.’ 

The Southern Went to Court. 

“Judge Lumpkin was applied to for the 
injunction about which you have asked me, 
which ‘injunction the judge promptly 
granted. Later in the day, on application 
of the Georgia road, he granted the other 
order which you mention, which virtually 
holds the matter in statu quo until Friday 
morning at 9 o’clock, or until the matter 
can be heard. 

~ The Exposition Involved. 

“I need not point out that these proceed- 
ings are of the utmost interest to every one 
concerned in the exposition. If the Georgia 
Railroad should .succeed, either in their 
application to the courts to delay us, or in 
postponing the hearing, and thereby delay- 
ing the work, it will be an absolute impos- 
sibility for the Southern Railway Comna- 
ny to prepare in time adequate facilities 
for properly handling the visitors to the 
exposition. The result would be disastrous 
to the exposition and might well lead to 
many cases of personal injury and loss of 
life.”’ 

“Do you think that Mr. Baldwin’s letter, 
from which you have quoted, amounts to 
the legal notice requtred by the contract?’ 
was asked. 

“I have no hesitation in saying that in 
my opinion it does, but whether it does-or 
not, it must be clear to every man, layman 
as well as lawyer, upori reading Mr. Bald- 
win’s letter to Mr. Scott and Mr. Scott’s 
reply, that there was a distinct understand- 
ing on the part of both of them that the 
contract was in effect and would be carricd 
out. With this understanding in his mind, 
it never occurred to Mr. Baldwin that in 
dealing with Mr. Scott on a matter of busi- 
ness in which they were jointly interested 
it was necessary to consult a lawyer in 
order to give Mr. Scott notice of that which 
Mr. Scott knew fully as well as Mr. Bald-

The New York Mail and Express says:

The profit of 
such an enterprise is fully appreciated by 
Great Britain, and, if we are not alert, she 
will avail herself of our indifference and 
procrastination and seize the vantage 
ground which we might have occupied to 
our own enrichment and to the benefit and 
protection of republican institutions on the 
two American continents.

The Rule or Ruin Policy. 

The so-called administration democrat- 
ic convention which met at Lincoln, 
Neb., yesterday, was a ridiculous affair.

After this was,done twenty-four of 
the delegates withdrew and nominated 
an opposition ticket and organized an 
executive committée for the state. 
Under the Nebraska law, all tickets at 
elections must be labeled with their 
party names. The little bogus party 
started by these twenty-four bolters, 
mostly office holders, applied to the 
courts te have their tickets and their 
committe@—Tecognized as the regular 
democratic article. They were turned 
down in the courts and were left strand- 
ed without. anv lawful status. Their 
ticket received only 6,000 votes in the 
total vote of about 300,000.

An Active Bureau. 
Readers of the press dispatches from 
Cuba cannot fail to note the fact that 
in every engagement the Spaniards are 
said to be victorious. 
A very different story is told in the 
communications which are smuggled 
through from the Cuban side, and the 
tremendous efforts made by the Span- 
ish government to concentrate a large 
force of troops on the island give an air 
of probability to the claim of the insur- 
gents that they are steadily gaining 
ground. 
It is to the interest of Spain to impress 
the people of this country with the idea 
that the Cuban rebellion is a very small 
affyir and that it will be suppressed at 
an early day. No press reports are al- 
lowed to be sent out from Havana un- 
til they have been inspected by the 
Spanish officials. These matters are 
closely looked after by a bureau estab- 
lished for that purpose. 
During the past summer this able bu- 
reau has been overworked. It has sent 
out reports of countless victories and a 
review of its figures would show that 
the Cubans have lost a host of men, 
killed in battle or taken prisoners. 
Despite the bureau's Spanish victories, 
it must be evident to all newspaper 
readers that Cuba seems to be slowly 
but surely freeing herself from the yoke 
of her oppressors. Spain is straining her 
resources and the yellow fever is mak- 
ing fearful ravages among her soldiers. 
For sometime to come we cannot ex- 
pect regular reports from the insur- 
gents. We must read the doctored tele- 
grams sent out by the official bureau at 
Havana, and-then guess at the situation. 
Possibly the Spaniards will win, but we 
place no reliance upon their extrava- 
gant press dispatches.

Only 35 per cent of 
the stock of railroads paid anything in 
that year, and whereas the roads earned a 
surplus of £27.°65,000 In 1893 they returned 
a general deficit of $10,770,000 for 1894. Divi- 
dends have declined since 188%, as have} 
tariffs. The average freight charge in 1582 
was 1.2 cents per ton per mile. In 1894 it 
was 0.8 cent, a reduction of 33 per cent in 
twelve years. Only 2.8 per cent of the stock 
of the roads in the southwest paid anything 
in 1894 where twelve years before 22.7 per 
cent paid something, and in the Pacific 
System practically no stock paid anything 
in 1894, where in 1882 over half paid some- 
thing. For the whole country 48 per cent 
of the aggregate stock paid something in 
1882, 43 per cent in 1887, 26.3 per cent in 1899, 
44.2 per cent in 1892, and 25 per cent in 1894.

tion thet the street cleaning system of tills 
city is a deiusion and 4 snare, a nuisance 
beyond compare and a source of contention 
and vexation of spirit to all right thinking 
and intormed people who have given it at- 
tention. In no otner city in which I have 
ever lived, except one, and my experience 
covers a considerable portion of the United 
States as well as England and France, have 
il ever witnessed such a singularly stupid 
and atrocious method of street cleaning as 
exists here. A stranger would suppose that 
this branch of the municipal service Was 
turned over entireiy to the wisdom of the- 
negrves who drive the sweepers, instead of 
being directed by intelligence, which is, in 
this case, woefully lacking. 
To my mind there is no more important 
and responsible office within the gift of the 
city that that of street inspector, for to the 
intelligence and care of this official the gen- 
eral health of a community is in a great 
measure due. While Atlanta is fortunate 
and blessed in her freedom from. epidemics 
in the shape of smallpox, yellow fever, 
cholera, etc., we have, nevertheless, a 
plague which though slower in its effects 
is none the less deadly and detrimental to 
health. That plague lies in the clouds of 
vile and poisonous street dust whicn, under 
the present method, is sent skyward in col 
umns so dense as to obscure the light of the 
emoon, and through the open windows over 
the furniture and cothes and into the lurgs 
oi the slumbering multitude, be they strecrgs 
men or delicate infants.

With Larceny. 


‘DENIES CHARGES AGAINST HIM 


*ghere Are Letters That May Bring 


Him To Grief—He Is a Man 
of Family. 


H. B. Wilson, a well-known baggage 
master on the Atlanta and West Point 
road, was arrested yesterday morning on 
the charge of lareeny. Shortly after noon 
he was; put under a $1,000 bond to await a 
preliminary hearing next Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

Baek of the arrest and incarceration of 
Wilson is a sensational story which he 
strenuously denies. He declares that he 
knows nothing of the facts in the case and 
is an absolutely innocent man. 

The principal feature of the facts con- 
cerning Wilson's arrest is a woman, 
through whom the officers learned of Wil- 
son and who has turned over to them a 
number of notes and letters signed by “H. 
B. Wilson.” 

The specific charge against Wilson is that 
of the larceny of property of passengers 
en route.

He followed her 
to her home on the Boulevard, and after 
assuring himself that she lived there, 
sought the law office of Dorsey, Brewster 
& Howell. Wednesday he swore out a 
search warrant, which was placed in the 
hands of Bailiff Ray. The bailiff went at 
once to the woman’s home and found the 
goods described in the warrant. 

When requested to accompany the offi- 
cer she readily did so and told to him the 
story of the articles. She stated that she 
received them from H. B. Wilson, a bag- 
gage master on the Atlanta and West 
PBint road, and that he had made frequent 
presents to her. She also turned over to the 
officer a number of notes and letters which 
are signed “HH. B. Wilson.’’ Some of them 
are of a very affectionate nature, while 
one of the notes requests a meeting in a 
bank in this city. 

In Bed When Arrested. 

This information obtained from the wo- 
man, Savitda determined to prosecute Wf- 
son. A Warrant was sworn out charging 
Wilson with larceny. 

The baggage master reached the city 
early yesterday morning and when this 
fact became known an officer went to his 
house. Wilson was in bed and when aroused 
was indignant, as he claimed to be an 
innocent party and ‘denied all knowledge 
of the Woman. 

Wilson is a married man and has aways 
borne a splendid reputation. If the facts 
are as the woman claims it would be im- 
possible to say how many trunks have 
been broken into.

A committee of the best known and most 
active workers in the Guard has been ap- 
pointed to take charge of the affair and 
that committee has been at work on the 
preliminary details for several days. A 
large number of valuable donations have 
already been secured by the committee and 
many more have been promised. The com- 
mittee has met with the most flattering 
success in the work which has only just 
begun. 

The Gate City Guard retains its long 
cherished admiration of the people of the 
city, and the company will receive the 
hearty support of everybody in its efforts 
to clear itself of an indebtedness on the 
magnificent armory erected several years 
ago on Peachtree street. A part of the 
fund to be raised at the bazaar is to be 
expended in entertaining visiting military 
companies at the exposition. 

The impression that seems to have gone 
out that the Guard would not entertain the 
visiting military since its withdrawal from 
the opening day parade exercises, is er- 
roneous.

SHORT ON THE WEED| 


A Serious Tobacco Famine Imminent in 
the United States. 


CUBAN WAR AND ITS EFFECTS. 


Expeditions Going Out from Florida To 
Join the Cause of the Insurgents. 
They Will Win Out. 


A tobacco famine is imminent in the 
United States. 

The Cuban war and the price of cigars 
are closely related. The insurgents lifting 
their loyal hands for liberty in the turhbu- 
lent provinces of the warring island threat- 
en serious effect upon the tobacco trade in 
this country. 

Four of the districts in the tobacco belt 
are already in arms and the decrease thus 
far in the production of the plants has 
been marked. 

Will Vuelta-Abajo join in the revolution? 

Vuelta-Abajo is the tobacco region, the 
richest in the world. Half of the crop used 
in the United States comes from this dis- 
trict. Should it rise in arms, and there is 
strong probability that it will in the next 
month, well, the man who takes his after- 
dinner. smoke for a dime will have to go a 
little deeper, and the fellow who chews 
will have to pull his pocketbook open a 
little wider. 

Mr. Francisco Fleitas, who is connected 
with one of the largest tobacco houses in 
Florida, and a well-known manufacturer of 
Key West, arrived in Atlanta yesterday. 
He comes direct from Cuba, where he has 
been buying in a supply of tobacco in an- 
ticipation of the dearth now imminent. 

Mr. Fleitas talks interesting of the prog- 
ress of the war and twists the ends of his 
black mustache excitedly at the suggestion 
that Spain will quell the rebellion and the 
insurgents lose, for the Floridian is an ar- 
dent sympathizer with the Cuban cause, 
and he declares that the United States 
should no longer remain feutral. 

Mr. Fleitas says that as soon as he 
learned that the tobacco province would 
probably join with the insurgents he has- 
tened to Cuba. When he arrived there the 
city was crowded with buyers from all 
parts of the world—men Who realized that 
the supply of the plant would be greatly 
reduced and in all probability stopped for 
the time. 

“There is no doubt about it,” he said 
last night, tilting his chair against the 
railing of the Leland hotel, where he is 
stopping. “I look for an increase in the 
price of goods very soon. It would not 
surprise me any day to hear that Vuelta- 
Abajo had taken up arms with the insur- 
gents. All of the provinces but this have 
taken arms and the planters have fied to 
this indifferent district. This tobacco sec- 
tion cannot hold out. A number of the in- 
surgents have’already joined in the cavse 
from this place. Each day the.cause is in- 
creasing. The insurgents are going in with 
the idea of sacrificing everything rather 
than lose. They are not the men to lwse, 
I believe that the pressure that has been 
brought to bear upon this province of which 
I speak will have full effect and it will go 
over in the next few weeks, 

“The effect can easily be seen. The to- 
bacco dealers in the United States bave 
seen it from afar. More rough goods have 
been sold in Havana during tne lst two 
or three months than’ was ever Known be- 


fore.”’ 
The News Doctored. 


Mr. Fleitas says that the rebels have ac- 
complished more than the people in this 
country think. They have won great Vic- 
tories under the most arduous odds. Lach 
day the cause is growing and the future of 
the insurgents’ cause is by no ineans 
gloomy. 

He declares that the rigid censorship of 
the press is responsible for all the glowing 
reports concerning the success vf the Span- 
jards which have been sent out. 

“The people of this country,” he said, 
“do not knaw the real situation. “If they 
did it would not be many moaths befcre 
Cuba would be declared a free eou..iry. 

“No news goes out from Havana unless 
it has passed through the hands of the 
Spanish. It is all doctored and colored up to 
suit their convenience. 

“The true situation is understood in 
southern Florida. There is scarcely a man 
in Key West who but for the stringent 
neutrality laws of the United States would 
not shoulder his gun and go over to fight 
with the insurgents.’”’ 

Mr. Fleitas says that numerous expedi- 
tions have already gone over and are go- 
ing all the while. It is impossible, he says, 
for the Atlanta, the ship detailed tor the 
purpose of running down expeditions from 
this country, to cover the whole coi.st of 
Florida. 

‘Just before I left,’’ he said, ‘‘we receiv- 
ed word that the last expedition had ar- 
rived safely. This was headed by E. Uhe- 
verria. an enthusiastic Cuban leader who 
came to this country for the purpvose of 
securing recruits. He left three weeks ago 
with seventy-one men, 50,000 rounds of am- 
munition, 100 extra rifles, provisions, cli th- 
ing and the like. He was accompanted by 
seventy-one young men wno v#cre fied 
with the patriotic spirit of Cuban inde- 
pendence. They ran by the Spenish gun 
boats successfully. and when ‘ve heard 
from them were in the lines with the in- 
surgents.”’ 

The insurgents will win in the end and 
the tobacco famine will come in ile mean- 
while. 


DIED VERY SUDDENLY. 


Mr. T. H. Pinckard Was Found Dead 
in His Room Yesterday. 


Mr. Thomas H. Pinckard, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. L. Pinckard, was found dead in his 
room yesterday morning at 8 o'clock. 

Early in the morning his father called at 
the door of his room and awakened him. 
The young man replied that he would be 
dcewn to breakfast in a few moments. 
Some time passed by.and as he failed to 
come down from his room, the family be- 
came alarmed and Miss Pinckard, his sis- 
ter, went up to her brother’s room.

THE POLICE BOARD TO SELECT 
THE EXPOSITION POLICE. 


Thirty-Six Men To Be Put on Duty at 
the Exposition Grounds During 
the Show. 


a ae 

There will be an important meeting of 
the beard of police commissioners at 7:30 
o’clock tonight. The board will select the 
men and officers for duty at the exposition 
grounds. 

ihe meeting was called yesterday morn- 
ing by Chairman Johnson, of the board, 
and it is one that has been on.tap for 
several weeks. The matter of appro- 
priation for exposition police has at last 
been settled and the board can now go 
ahead and select the men for exposition 
grounds duty. 

The sum of $10;000 has been appropri- 
ated by the exposition company and the 
city council for the purpose of policing 
the exposition grounds ‘and with that 
sum of money the board expects to he able 
to maintain a force of about thirty men, 
all told, at the grounds during the one 
hundred and five days of the big show. 
Twenty-two of the number will be regu- 


lar patrolmen and the remainder will be 


detectives, officers, call and wagon men, 


and stationhouse keepers. 

Chairman Johnson estimates that a force 
of that number of men and all necessary 
incidental expenses can be maintained for 
the sum of $9,782.50, something like $200 
less than has been appropriated. He does 
not believe the amount sufficient to protect 
the visitors and property at the grounds 
and will endeavor to secure more money 
during the progress of the show, 

It is hardly possible that the boad will 
decide to require the members of the police 
force to work twelve hours per day during 
the exposition. If that change is made 
the city proper will receive the protection 
of one-third more men than are now on 
duty at one time. 

Chairman Johnson said yesterday that 
it was the intention of himself and other 
mémbers of the board to see that every 
member of the force of every department 
does his full duty during the exposition. 
He believes that the city will be overrun 
with thieves and cut throats, and it is his 
determination to see that proper protec- 
tion is afforded the citizens and tax payers 
of the city. 

Mr. Johnson believes that the city force 
proper is entircly inadequate and he thinks 
at least one-thiid more men should be 
added to the fcrce. He thinks more men 
should be scattered throigh the suburbs 
to prevent footpads getting in their work 
at night. 

It-is probable that the present men on 
the supernumerary ferce will be. elected 
regular patrolmen at tonight's meeting. 
Their places will be filled from among 
the list of applicants for positions on the 
force now on file with Chief Connolly. 
About four ntw patrolmen will be elected 
to the regular force in addition to the old 
supernumeraries.

Attorney Marion Harris Says There 
Are Pienty of Grounds for the Mo- 
tion—He Leaves for Macon.

“We will carry.the case to the supreme 
court if we fail to get a new trial,” said 
Colonel Glenn, in reply to a question. ‘‘We 
have some pretty good grounds for a new 
trial, and we are giving the case our Dest 
efforts.”’ 

The attorneys only decided to move for a 
new trial withinthe last week and this 
course will be somewhat unexpected. lt is 
the general sentiment that a plea of in- 
sanity would'be filed and that the attorneys 
would have little trouble in proving this 
plea. ? 

It is well known that Mrs. Nobles inher- 
ited insanity and that it was when about 
her age that the other members of her 
family who were acected became violent.

A Club of True Bohemians. 

Mrs. Nora Gridley, the national secre- 
tary of the Fleral Emblem Society of 
America, secretary of the Nationai Health 
Association and secretary of the Chicago 
Women’s Newspaper Club, is in the city. 
She intends doing a good deal of newspaper 
work while here 

Mrs. Gridley’s life has been very inter- 
esting. She was the secretary of Mrs. 
French-Sheldon, the famous African ex- 
plorer. She brings from Mrs. Sheldon a 
very complimentary letter as to her ability. 

She was telling me some interesting gos- 
sip about the big Bchemian club formed in 
Chicago by “‘Amber,’’ the well-kKnowh news- 
paper woman. This club has for its ob- 
ject only simple amusement—simple, at 
least, so far as entertaining is concerned, 
but rare in i intellectual advantages. 
The club meets during the winter season 
one night in every week at 10 o’clock. To 
each entertainment the actors who happen 
to be in the city are invited, and these 
artists furnish the amusement for the 
gathering by giving recitations, songs, etc. 
Each member of the club pays 25 cents 
apiece for the guests whom he invites, and 
the refreshments served are elaborate or 
simple, according to the desires or the 
means of those who order them. The club 
has been organized some time and has 
proved a great success, 

Mrs. Gridley is most enthusiastic about 
the selection of a national flower. lier 
suggestion fS that each distinctive part 
of the country—the north, south, east and 
west—shall have its own flower} and these 
four shall be woven into a garland as the 
national emblem. The idea seems a good 
one, as it has been so difficult for the four 
points of the American cOmpass to decide 
Upon one flower to symbolize them ail. 
Mrs. Gridley suggests golden rod for the 
west, arbutus for the east, corn for the 
north and cotton for the south. She says 
that the north wants corn, aithough she 
herself does not consider it either pretty 
or artistic. I hardly think the scuth would 
choose cotton, as it has more of a com- 
mercial than a sentimental meaning. The 
yellow jessamine, the Cherokee rose or 
the wild azalia are all flowers that would 
better typify the southern woods than 
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Took a Long Walk in Bloomers. 

Four ‘pioneers in bloomers have just been 
tramping through the Hetch Hetchy valley 
in California, and they are proud of having 
made the expedition without a man to 
guide or help them. They were the first 
women to make the trip alone, and for two 
months they had only themselves' and a 
Sierra burro named Mary to depend on. 

Helen Gompertz and her sister Lulu, 
Belle Miller and Estelle Miller were the 
courageous young women who undertook 
this journey, their firm principle at the 
Outset being that no man should be re- 
sponsible for its success or failure. They 
all live at Oakland, Cal. Telling of their 
trip they say that the first real difficulty 
of their trip was met at the entrance to 
the valley. It was at Crocker, and was, 
of course, caused by a lot of men who 
happened to be camping there. They 
looked at the girls’ outfit and unanimously 
Suggested that the girls had better take 
& guide with them. When they found that 
the young women were averse to a guide 
they reeommended a horse apiece. But 
this, in view of their preparation for the 
trip, was as objectionable as a guide. 

“Our motto,” said Miss Gompertz to a 
reporter, “was ‘every girl her own horse.’ ”’ 

With only the chaperonage of Mary the 
girls started out into the valley. They 
Wore bloomers and had knives and pistols 
Strapped to their belts. Out of considera- 
tion for Mary the amount of luggaze was 
Minimized. A toothbrush, comb, towel and 
One extra pair of stockings were all that 
each girl was allowed to take. Besides 
those things Mary had to carry baking 
powder, bacon, flour and other edibles. 
There was a little whisky for trying mo- 
Ments, but it was always taken with a4 
faw egg. The girls lost their map, but for 
two months they wandered among the 
heights of the Hetch Hetchy region, pene- 
trating to distant points which might have 
baffled the hardiest pathtinders of either . 
Sx. When they reached Oakland again 
Safe and sound Miss Gompertz told a re- 
porter some of their experiences. 

“One night when we reached camp we 
Were footsore,” she said, “and as we 
rested by the river bank we tried a plan 
recommended by the physicians.

ROOM FOR ALL. 


Every School Child in the City Will 
Be Cared For, 


MORE THAN 10,000 REGISTERED 


The First Afternoon Sessions Were 
Held Yesterday and the Attend- 
ance Was Large. 


The afternoon session of the public 
schools of Atlanta was held for the first 
time yesterday since the establishment of 
the graded school systems, and both morn- 
ing and afternoon the schoolrooms were 
crowded with children who have been given 
tickets of admission. 

It was only the lower grades that were 
in session yesterday, however, as. those 
grades are the ones most crowded. The 
higher grades are as yet not full, as the 
number of advanced pupils is not near so 
large ag is the demand for the lower 
grades in which the beginners are taught. 
The first, second, third and fourth grades 
are crowded to overflowing, and it is for 
this reason that the afternoon session was 
made necessary. 

Early in the summer the building com- 
mittee of the public school system was of 
the opigion that the demand for seats this 
fall wu be greater and mofe pressing 
than ever before. It was then suggested 
that an overflow school be operated in or- 
der to accommodate the increase. This was 
thought to be the best that could be-done, 
and the building committee began to cast 
about for a suitable building in which this 
overflow could be accommodated. After 
considerable work upon the proposed plan 
it was seen that it would be impossible to 
arrange for all who were to make appli- 
cation for admissicn. Then it was that 
the afternoon session was determined upon, 
and which was finally adopted by the 
board. 

When the schools began the first session 
last Monday the number of applications 
was greater than had been anticipated, 
ard the seating capacity of the various 
schools was not sufficient for the increased 
attendance, and it was apparent to the 
board that a wise selection had been made 
when they decided to adopt the double 
sessions. : 

Yesterday afternoon, for the first time 
since the schools were established, the 
afternoon session wus held. The schools 
began at 8:30 o’clock yesterday morning 
and continued until noon, when they were 
adjourned and the children allowed to go 
to their homes, At 12:30 o’clock the after- 
noon session was begun, and until 4 o’clock 
the children who were crowded from the 
morning session were taught. In this 
manner the schools will be conducted 
daily, and all who desire to make applica- 
tion for seats in the public schools will 
be accommodated. 

Since the opening of the fall term of the 
schools the wisdom of the decision of tha 
board in adopting the double session has 
been proven, It would have been an im- 
possibility to have taken care.of all in an 
overflow building. The increase this fall in 
attendance over previous years is more 
than 2,000, and no building in the city could 
have been secured in which this large 
number could have been seated and taught. 
Last year about 8,000 children were regis- 


r tered in-the combined schools of the city. 


This year more than 10,000 have already 
made application, and the long line of 
school children has not been issued tickets, 
as all have not made application to Super- 
intendent Slaton. It is estimated that 
more than 11,000 will be cared for by the 
schools by the time the session is weil 
under way and all have placed their names 
on the register. 

“Our plan for the double session is work- 
ing finely,’ Superintendent Slaton stated 
yestérday, “‘and I believe it will be a suc- 
cess in every particular. At first we did 
not know just how it would work or how 
the parents of the children would look upon 
the change. Now we are satisfied that we 
have made no mistake. The children go 
to school early in the morning and when 
they leave for dinner they are through 
with their day’s work at school. Those who 
have been at home during the morning 
hours begin their work at 12:30 and until 
4 o'clock they are busy. When they leave 
the school building they are through until 
the next day after dinner. It means more 
work and longer hours for the teachers, 
but I feel like congratulating the patrons 
of the schools that the problem that for a 
long time appeared to be most serious has 
at last been satisfactorily solved and ac- 
commodations for all m¢.de possible.”’ 

The registration has been somewhat 
Slower than had been anticipated by the 
teachers and it has been a difficult matter 
to classify all the children who applied. 
The registration since the opening day up 
to the close of Wednesday is as follows: 

Boys’ High school 194, lvy street 428, Crew 
street 419, Walker street 642, Marietta street 
412, air street 542, Calhoun street 428, Ira 
street 407, Davis street 277, Boulevard 407, 
State street 381, Fraser street 405, Edgewood 
avenue 450, Formwalt street 383, Williams 
street 277, West End 294, Summer hill 595, 
Houston street 850, Mitchell street 676, Gray 
Street 519, Roach street351, Girls’ High 
school 475. Total, 9,813. 

The number registered and classified 
yesterday has not been reported, but more 
than 200 tickets were issued at the office 
of Superintendent Slaton during the day.

_ {THE METHOD OF MAKING THEM 


Ghief of This Department of the Geo- 
| logical Survey Is in Atlanta. 
t , Motes About the Grounds. 


“* Mr. 8. J. Kuhel, chief of the engraving 

y @epartment of the geological survey, a 
valued man in the service of the govern- 
ment, came upon the exposition grounds 
yesterday to fill out one of the most im- 
portant features ef the United States ex- 
hibit. 

It is his work to engrave all of the large 
government maps and in this line of work 
he is regarded as one of the most skilled 
engravers in the world. 

Mr. Kuhel has just completed several in- 
teresting maps of the geological section 
about Atlanta and other resourceful dis- 
tricts of the state. These will be dis- 
tributed gratuitously during the exposi- 
tion, showing the undeveloped mineral sup- 
plies of the state 

This display of maps will be hung in the 
interior department They will show the 
result of the topographic and geologic map- 
ping of many areas ! different portions of 
the country 

For purposes of the exposition such maps 
were selected as would be of special ‘inter- 
est to the visitors from the southern states. 
While these are but a small selection of a 
number of similar maps which have been 
made by the United States geological sur- 
vey they serve to show the manner in 
which the work is done. These maps rep- 
resent probably the highest state of ex- 
ecuted topographic work. They are printed 


~ gn the most perfect register from a wide 


selection of colors, and close inspection of 
the work will satisfy the observer that no 
pains or cost have been spared in their 
making. The base of such maps, that is 
the lettering, the roads, state , boun- 
daries and cities are printed in black; the 
contours or series of irregular lines, show 
equal heights throughout the area covered 
by the sheet, and are printed in brown. 
This is known as the topography. ‘The 
hydrography is printed in blue and in- 
cludes all rivers, lakes and oceans or any 
body of water. 
In the preparation of these maps, the 
execution of which is done at the engrav- 
ing division of the geological survey at 
Washineton, the original drawing is pre- 
pared by the topographer or surveyor. 
“nese drawings while accurate in every 
detail, do not call for the finest execution 
in their drawing, but they serve to indi- 
cate the exact location of cvery feature 
shown. These drawings are furnished the 
engraver. All the engravings of the base, 
according to these sheets, is done on cop- 
per plates. 
The engraving division has a large body 
of engravers now empioyed on this work. 
The lines are carefully and accurately en- 
graved upon copper plates and for each 
of the three colors mentioned above, the 
black, blue and brown, a separate plate is 
required in order that what is known as 
“transfers,” can be made to stone. The 
stones upon which these transfers are made 
are quarried in Germany, at Solenhofen, 
from which place practically all of the 
lithographic stone in use in the world is 
brought. The cost of such stones range 
from 4% cents per pound to as high as 235, 
$5 and even 45 cents per pound for the bet- 
ter grades. 

+» When work is on the stone and is ready 
to be printed it belongs to the domain of 
lithographic work. The printing of such 
work on stones is for the reason that rapid 
printing in colors in accurate register can 
be accomplished by this method; it being 
impossible to do so from copper plates di- 
rect. | 

In connection with the exhibit of maps 
the geological survey is also showing how 
such maps are printed. 

Among the exhibit of the survey will 
be found the geologic folios. in which we 


find combined the topographic sheets and 


the geologic sheets. The survey is engag- 
ed in the production of these folios and 
such folios «consist usually of an outer 
covering giving the title of the map treated 
inside, and an index rap which gives 
the location of the sheets within the state 
and with reference to other published 
sheets. The inside of the cover bears a 
text which is an elementary explanation 
of the purposes of the folio. It tells in 
simple language the meaning of the differ- 
ent terms employed in cartography and is 
intended as elementary instruction to those 
unfamiliar with the interpretation of 
maps. The topographic and geologic 
Maps are found in these folios and it is 
also frequently necessary to give addi- 
tional information by the addition of

The wide tired wagons are unquestiona- 
bly a good thing.

‘Washington’s Men Make Fine Scores. 


How Georgia Did. 


Sea Girt, N. J., September 5.—The stigma 
of defeat which the Washington National 
Guards suffered yesterday in the match 
for the interstate trophy wa3 put in the 
shade today by their splendid victory in 
the contest for the Hilton prize. They beat 
bv I paint the best previous score made 
by the Massachusetts Guardsmen, in 1887, 
scoring 1,097 points out of a possible 1,260. 

The Twelfth regiment, of New York, was 
second, Massachusetts third, Pennsylvania 
fourth, Georgia fifth and New Jersey 
sixth. ‘New York had no regular team, 
and the riflemen from the Empire State 
felt much chagrined at the refusal of the 
state authorities to send a team to repre- 
gent New York in this important_match as 
well as in the others to be decided.

a total of 1,051 points, but won second po- | 


sition. because of their victory over the 
Bay State soldiers on the 600-yard range, 
the rule of the National Rifle Association 
providing that in case of a tie the scores 
on the longest range decide the contest. 
It was a hair-raising finish, however. Don- 
ovan made only three in the next to the 
last round, and things looked blue for the 
New Yorks. Laird, however, made a bull’s 
eye, which counted five, and this practical- 
ly decided the match. Although the Dis- 
trict of Columbia won, second position was 
something which the Twelfth regintent felt 
proud of. Major Harries, inspector of rifle 
practice of the District of Columbia, and 
captain of the Washington team, was the 
proudest man on the grounds. 

This is the third time that the District 
of Columbia has won the Hilton trophy— 
once in 1890 and again in 1893. Brigadier 
General Ordway, of Washington, was pres- 
ent when the scores were added, and took 
part in the celebration.

HE WAS THE MAN 


The Negro Arrested Wednesday Identified 
as a Murderer Yesterday. 


EVADED ARREST 18 MONTHS 


Will Turner, Alias Arnold, Murdered 
a Negro ut a Christmas Dance in 
Coweta County in 1893. 


Will Turner, alias E}jiis Arnold, who was 
arrested Wednesday night by Detective 
Mehaffey, on suspicion, proves to have 
been a badly wanted murderer. Arnold is 
wanted in Newnan, Ga., for murdering a 
man in Coweta county over a year and a 
half ago. 

The negro was identified in the station 
house yesterday morning by the murdered 
man’s brother, who came to Atlanta from 
Newnan for the purpose. He read in yes- 
terday morning’s Constitution of the ar- 
rest of Turner, alias Arnold, and took the 
first train for Atlanta. The negro will be 
taken to Newnan today. 

Turner, alias Arnold, has been hunted 
for .by the officers of the entire state for 
more than eighteen months and his cap- 
ture was an important one. There is a 
reward of $100 for the murderer, which will 
go to Detective Mehaffey, who made the 
arrest. 

The negro under arrest murdered a negro 
named Phillips at a negro dance on Christ- 
mas night, 1898, and since that time has 
evaded arrest, although vigorous efforts 
have been made to apprehend him. He 
shot his victim in the head with a pistol and 
then fled the country, going towards Ala- 
bama. 

The murder took place on the farm of 
Robert Arnold, a well-known planter of 
Coweta.

10 70 BUILD A NEW JAIL 


A Special Tax levy 1 May Be Made for 
That Purpose. 


THE COMMISSIONERS TO MEET 


The Grand Jurors Visited the Jail and 
Requested the Meeting—It. Will 
Occur This Morning. 


The Fulton county grand jury and. the 
members of the county commission will hold 
a joint meeting this morning at 9 o’clock 
in the grand jury room at the courthouse. 

The request for this meeting was made 
yesterday morning by the grand jurors 
after a visit to the jail, which they found 
to be in a desperate condition as to even 
necessary comfort. 

The result of the joint meeting may bé 
that the tax levy for Fulton county will be 
largely increased in order to give the com- 
missioners a basis for beginning work on 
a new jail—something that is badly needed. 

Year in and year out, semi-annually, the 
jail has been reported in the grand jury 
reports as unfit for habitation even by the 
worst criminals. The reports have been 
utterly without avail. Three times the 
county commissioners have sought-to build 
a new jail and each time the people have 
failed to sustain the action of the board. 

When the first attempt was made to build 
a new jail an issue of bonds was determined 
upon and the bond election was advertised 
accordingly. Upon one occasion the bond 
election was held as a separate and dis- 
tinct election, and the vote was very insuf- 
ficient. It was then thought that if the 
bond election occurred at the same time 
that another election was in progress the 
vote would be heavy enough to put them 
through. This plan failed and the county 
commissioners gave up in despair. 

In the meantime the grand juries con- 
tinued to protest against the 
building now occupied as a jail and the 
maiter of a;new jail was agitated again 
and again, though without effect. gs the 
time for the naming of the tax rate has 
come, the grand jurors have determined 
to confer with the commissioners regarding 
a levy of sufficient amount to insure the 
commencing of a new prison for the 
county. ,' 

With this in view, the grand jurors met 
yesterday and went to the jail in a body. 
They went over the dilapidated hull from 
top to bottom and investigated every nook 
and cranny. This done, they decided to 
ask the commissioners to meet with them 
and discuss the suggestion for a tax rate, 
as stated, of sutficient proportion to build 
a new jail. 

The joint meeting of the commission and 
grand jury will occur this morning at 9 
o'clock. 

The regular meeting of the county com- 
missioners was sent over from 10 o'clock 
Wednesday morning until 10 o’clock today. 

It was intended to have held a meeting 


yesterday afternoon for'the purpose of com-. 


pleting the work on the tax rate, but the 
absence of Commissioner Spalding from the 
city prevented this. 

All of the figures, however, have been 
looked up and the commissioners differ 
very little as to what the levy should be. 
The matter of the new jail has been dis- 
cussed by them, but no definite action was 
taken,

L. Levison, Agent.for an Employment 
Bureau, Is in Trouble. 


Before Justice of the Peace Foute an in- 
teresting case was heard yesterday after- 
noon. 

L. Levison, formerly a saloonist of Deca- 
tur street, was given a preliminary hear- 
ing on the charges-of cheating dnd swind- 
ling. The evidence against him was sufti- 
cient to justify Judge Foute in binding 
him over to the criminal branch of the 
city court. His bond was placed at $300. 
Levison was in company with a bailiff sev- 


eral hours after the bond was fixed, but 


was finally placed in jail in default of 
bond. ; 

The cause of Levison’s trouble is due 
to the character of business he has been 
conducting for the past few weeks. From 
the evidence it was shown that he had an 
office on Whitehall street, and from his 
inviting the un- 
empioyed to call. The witnesses who tes- 
tified against him said they called at the 
office, and were promised a good paying 
position on the payment of § $1. This 
amount many hundreds are said to have 
paid, but Levison did not have 
a single witness present who testi- 
fied that he had ever given a position. In 
fact the evidence against him was so con- 
clusive that he was bound over before all 
the witnesses for the state testified. 

Among those who appeared against the 
bureau manager were many women, and 
all swore they had paid the membership 
fee with the understandings that they were 
to be guaranteed good *positions at once. 
They now claim the positions were pro- 
vided simply to entrap them and they 
have been made the victims of a bold 
game. 


KNOCKS EDISON OUT. 


Work of the Latest Electric Invention, 
the Eidoloscope. 


The first exhibition of the eidoloscope, 
the machine which is attracting general 
attention wherever it is shown, was given 
yesterday afternoon in the rear of the 
first floor of the Norcross building, where 
a number of gentlemen had assembled 
to witness it. The exhibition was a suc- 
cess in every way and every one who saw 
it was -decided in his comments of ap- 
proval. 

The eidoloscope possesses. many advan- 
tages over the kinetoscope and Mr. Edison 
will have to bring all his ingenuity to bear 
to introduce an invention to surpass it. 
The machine was invented after years of 
patient research and study by Professor 
Woodville Latham, formerly professor of 
chemistry in the University of Virginia. 
His son, Mr. Otway Latham, has been in 
the city superintending preparations for 
the exhibition of the machine and after 
all preliminary matters are attended to 
will leave for New York, where ‘he has 
large interests. A ,.company has been es- 
tablished here to run the machine for the 
three months during the exposition and 
perhaps longer. Mr. J. H. Fitzpatrick will 
have the exhibitions in charge. 

In speaking of the eidoloscope yesterday 
Mr. Latham said: 

“One of the advantages our machine pos- 


sesses is that it can take pictures all day 


if necessary. The kinetoscope can only 
hold about forty pictures and the exhib# 
tion is over in a minute, while you are re- 
quired while viewing it to remain in a 
cramped position. With this machine, 
however. you are comfortably seated ih 
front of a screen, the pictures are pre- 
sented life-size and the machine will run 
as long as you desire it. Then, too, it is 
portable and can be carried anywhere. 
You could place one on a street and it 
would catch everything that passed before 
it. We propose to have one of cur ma- 
chines at the Corbett-Fitzsimmons fight 
and will get the whole affair. If desired 
we could take the picture of a Mexican 
bull fight from beginning to end and, 
to illustrate the staying power of the ma- 
chine, we could reproduce an entire play, 
| giving every detail except the speaking.” 

The exhibition yesterday consisted of the 
reproduction of a ballet dance, a wrestling 
match and a four-round glove contest. Ths 
figures were life-size and not the slightest 
smile or change of expression or the work- 
ing of a2 muscle was missed.”’

He was 
under the influence of intoxicants and at 
the request of his brother, Mr. Thomas 
Evans, .was placed under arrest for safe 
keeping. When approached by Officer 
Thompson, of the Peachtree street beat, 
ILvans made desperate resistance and pro- 
ceeded to kick and curse the officer. 

The scufie tock place in the gtore of 
the Atlanta House Furnishing Company on 
Peachtree street, where Evans has been 
er. ployed.*His brother, Mr. Thomas Evans, 
is a stockholder in the company. Wednes- 
day afternoon Alex Evans got drunk and 
Was creating a disturbance in the store. 
His brother sent for Officer Thompson to 
take him out, and in endeavoring to do go 
Evans received a terrible blow on the 
head with a club, -bringing the blood 
freely. The fight was a lively one and 
both Kvans and the officer came out of it 
co..siderably rumpled. Officer Thompson 
sent for other officers and several of them 
responded. Officer Kerlin was one of them, 
Evans was overpowered and taken ‘to the 
police box on the corner of Marietta and 
Braad streets. At the box Evans renewed 
his resistance and when placed in the 
wagon kicked some of the officers and 
cursed all of them in vile language. Of- 
ficer Kerlin got hold of Evans’s throat 
and after the prisoner had been felled to 
the floor of the wagon handcuffs were put 
on him, 

Evans’s brother made complaint of the 
treatment of his brother and the matter 
was investigated by Chief Connolly. A re- 
pcrt of that investigation was made to 
Chairman Johnson. and it was decided that 
the officers were justified in what they 
had done. 

Yesterday the result of the investigation 
was made known and Evans’s friends at 
once decided to push the case further. 
It is said that they have the names of 
ten witnesses who will appear against the 
officers in the police court when the case 
comes to trial.” The matter will also likely 
be presented to the full board of police 
commissioners for adjudication. Some of 
the spectators claim that the prisoner was 
unnecessarily beaten by the officers. 

The outcome of the affair will be looked 
for with interest by reason of the promi- 
nence-of the parties. The police board will 
meet tonight and the matter may be con- 
sidered at _the meeting.
